in him was absolute, He drew tiberal com- 
mission, kept his own littie family tn solid 
comfort at his Brixton home, was a piliar 
of his synagogue,a pearl among commercial 
travellers, and deservediy respected, I 
never saw this gentieman, but I can draw 
his portrait, and before I close this story I 
wili let you know why. He had large 
dark eyes, which shone out of a sort of 
veivety duil softness,ase black heart cherry 
shines when dew or rain is on it, He had 
a well-shapen aquiline nose and an olive 
skin. His lips were shapely, but redder 
and fuller than is common with men of 
western type. He wore his hair short,and 
his beard was trimmed Vandy<e fashion. 
The notable thiag about him was that hair, 
eyebrows and beard were of a deep ruddy 
auburn, acolor handsome in ‘tself but a 
little startling and bizarre in a man of hie 
complexion, 

In ine year 1870, whilst the Sergeant 
and IJ, unwitting of this gentleman’s exist- 
ence, were hanging on the skirts of the 
Russian forgers, the commercial traveler 
had submitted a acheme to his employer. 
He had employed his taste and leisure in 
the preparation of a number of designs for 
brooches, bracelets, rings, tiaras, necklets, 
and pendante, and he had designed and 
drawn with beautiful delicacy a case in 
which to display them. He estimated the 
cost of the preparation of thie tray at about 
£20,000, and his proposal was that the real 
tray to be m-nufactured from his designs 
should be kept in the show case at St. 
Paul’s Churchyard, whilst he should carry 
round with hima tray of paste and pinch- 
vack in illustration of style and color. 

Both trays were made, The real thing 
went into the show case, and the bogus ar- 
ticle went on tour, The real tray was 
paragraphed in the London and provincial 


newspapers, hundreds of faehionable people | 


went to see it, erders came in briskly. The 
new designs became a fashion, and the clev- 
er little Hebrew gentleman made so good a 
thing of his liberal commission that he was 
more than paid for all his trouble, His 
employer was ot course, eminently satisfied 
on bis own account, but by and by disaster 
crept upon him. 

The traveler made four journeys a year, 
covering the three kingdoms on each 
expedition. He had started on the third 
round since the completion of the two 
trays, when the jeweler by a chance exam- 
ination of hie treasure discovered that he 
was in possession of the imitations, and 
that his servant had, by eome queer 
blunder, walked off with the real thing. 
To an unlearned eye the mimic jeweis 
were exactly like the real, but an expert 
was not to he deceived for an instant. 
The two trays had been set tor comparison 
side by side outside the show case, and 
the traveler had made an accidental ex- 
change. It wasa little surprising, but 
it excited no suepicion.

He was accompani- 
ed by a stranger, to whom meals were 
served in the iittle hotel, and on that same 
night hired a buggy and left in co.wpany 
with the man. He returned alone about 
midnight, and the next, morning blood wae 
found on the buggy and a bianket and oii- 
cloth were miesing. Abouta week later a 
tarmer discovered the place where the 
strauger wae buried, near the country road, 
and tue murder came out.

The case of Wiliiam Paimer, a Liverpoo! 
surgeon, wasone of unusual fiendiehnese, 
and occurred in 1856.

In 1856 the Travelers’ Ineurance Com- 
pany fought @ case whose execution was 
fraught with unusual ingeniousness.

“Sereno”ia the name this policeman goes 
under, and he gete the title from the cry he 
is obliged to utter.at every few steps, 
“Sereno!” which means ine. The phrase | 


refers to the state of the weather. li the 
weather ie cloudy he would call out 


“‘Nublado;” if it is raining “L uviendo. 
Under the biue sky of Spain,howaver, it is 
generally “‘sereno.” 

An exiract from the municipal regula- 
tions of a Spanish town details the duties 
of the sereno in this wise. ‘*“‘He must 
perform acertain number of rounds in ali 
the streets, lanes, passages, alieys on hig 
beat, and caiji out in a loud voice the time 
and the weather as he goes along. He muat 
lend assistance to citizens who request his 
help for any re asonabvie cause, aud go for 
the doctor, chemist, m:dwiie or clergyman. 
In cases of robbery, assault or fire he must 
hurry to the eoene of the occurrence aesoon 
ashe hears the signal. He must pay 
particular attention to such houses as are 
pointed out to him and report to his super- 
iors.” 

Each “* eereno” supervises certain small 
territory, a ‘‘ demarcacion,” as it is called. 
He has three or four subordinates, who act 
under his orders and are known as ‘* vigil- 
ants.” Each of these feliows haa charge of 
a block of ten or fifteen buildings and 
besides having police duties he acts as a 
sort of porter to his houzes,

to them all and being alone able to open 
the doors. in the Spanish towns 10 o'clock 
is the signal for ciosing, and after that 
time the on y way thelodger can get inside 
his dweliing is co summon the “* vigilant.” 
Te dothis ne muet ciap his hands three 
times then the “vigilant” hurries up ermed 
with hie bunch of keys. So also if any one 
desires to go out during tne night he claps 
his hands at the window anda ‘* vigilant” 


Repeees: 

Vhen a street brawl occurs or an attack 
ie made, either * sereno”’ or * vigilant” 
viows his whistie at the first cry of help 
and chases off in the direction of the sound. : 
Up comes the other officere on the run, all 
blowing their whisties loudly. If the 
criminal gets away the whistles are blown 
in @ peculiar manner, signailing in just 
what direction he has gene. The outer 
ring’ of *‘serenos” and ‘* vigilantes” take up 
the signal, and ins few momentsa wide 
cordon is formed in the surrounding streets 
which in nine cases ont of .ten ends in the 
eviidoer’s capture within a few moments. 


These police are paid directiy by the 
h-nseholders on their bveate, though in 
every other way directly under municipal 
control. The tax varies, runping from 10 
centé a month to 69 cents tor each house. 
They also receive New Yeat’s presents, and 
they are by no means averse to “tips.” 
Twenty-five years of service puts @ man on 
the pension list, the pension being nor less 
than 40 cents a day, @ consiierabie sum in 
sunay Spain. 

The efficiency of the ‘‘serenos” and the 
“‘vigilants” 18 so complete that there are 
hardly twenty night robberies a year in the 
whole country. Of course there is much 
brigandage, but thie takes place outside of 
ihe cities and towns, and in the rural 
districts this police has no control, Both 
“serenos’ and “vigilante” carry revoivers, 
Sometimes they wear pointed head-dresses 
of black cloth corded with red and a copper 
plate which has a number on it,
